London, Aug. 16. — A comprehensive 
minute has been issued by the treasury 

on the arraiigeiiieiits under the national 
d.-bt bill, which pa.faed its third readme; 
on 'I'lieaday in thu h iiu^o of coimui>iiM. lii 
the oour.so of the miiiuie it i.s .stated; 

"The chancellor of the excheiiuer ad<l3 
that, under the national debt bill, stock 
amounting tu £173,01 9,000 will have been 
cancelled by tho close of twenty years, 
but part of that amount, thouuh cancelled, 
will not have been redeemed; that is to 
say, as regards a portion uf the stock, the 
operation will not be complete, 'j'hc 
amount of debt redeeinod will ainounl to 
£lli;J,'wi;iO,853, but that doe.< not comprise 
the whole amount of debt rodeonii-d by 
the arrangeniont fur tho reduction of the 
national debt. Debt will al.io hu redeemed 
by tlie new sinkiiii; fund, and by means of 
the money jjaid for the purcJiase of life 
annuities, for tlie retkinptioii of laiiil tax 
and other miiuir pwrpobes. It i.s ooiiiput- 
tidthat the now sinking fund may rodeeiii 
within twenty years £27,000,000, and 
that other methods of reducing debt will 
have within that tune redeemed £215,000,- 
000, making, with the sum above uieii- 
tioned .as redeemed, a total (if .£17o,000, - 
000, and Mr. Childers wotdd add that 
this is apart from tho utfect of any sur- 
plus of income over u.\penditurc constitut- 
ing the old sinking fund, for which nn al- 
lowance has been made. 

"The board will thus observe; 1 . That 
the charge of the delit is permanently 
li\ed, under the seltlenu-.nt ijf the late 
goveriinient in 1875, at £'28,0(^)0,000, and 
that the real cost to llie taxpayer of the 
viliolo debt, both within and without the 
periiianont charge, will in 1885 80 be Ichr 
than £'J8,000,000, and therofore less tli.aii 
t.he .-lUiii which waa .i conataiit cliaiLje of 
the debt from IHIfi lu l.HC.O. 

'J'hat under tho arrangeinent made 
by the late guverinnent in 188(1 there will 
bo a relief to the ta.x payer in 1885-8(1 of 

£8oo,nno. 

•':!. That this relii-f will be s.oiuMvhaf 
diniinishod in 1S.S(! and 1HS7 by i!icrea,se 
in the sinking fund of the local loan debt, 
amounting to aboot .L'ltH.OOl), but that 
in the moantinio the yearly grants of 
£.')00,nOO to India on account of the Af- 
ghan war will have ceased. Thus a net 
relief of over £1 ,()OO,O0l* ia -secured to the 
taxpayer uiider the picseiit arrangeineii tH 
und in present cirouinst ances. 

"•1. That the .latioiial debt bill makes 
no change in the cliargu of the di^l)t a.s 
settled by tho late government; that it 
reserves, therefore, to the taxpayer the 
relief of over £1,000.000 mentioned in 
the preceding piiraL,'ra[ih , and indeed more 
because under it .iiiedialf uf the loan 
raised by the imperial guverninent for 
India in 187!' will bo paid ofl' at once, and 
£60,000 a year added thereby to the ta.K- 
payer'a relief. 

Tho chancellor of the exchequer men- 
tions the chief reasoiia which induced the 
government to a.sk the Haiicliiin of parlia- 
uioiit to a renewed syst . i^. of rorinii.able 
aniniities. Thiy are conlideiit that it ia 
tho surest method uf '. educing iiui niily 
tho principal but thu rate of interest 
on tho debt, and in this opinioti the lords 
of the treasury concur.

CoiniiiUiiicationa with 
France couceriiiug the (iccurreiioes at 
Madagascar have been coiiduiUed in a 
spirit of friendship, and ahe htia no doubt 
but it will lead to a satisfactory re- 
sult.

FIFTH DAY. 

TuE-SDAV, Aug. 28. 
Ilia lordship took hia seat at eleven 
o'ldock. 

The grand jury were brought into 
conn. 

Uis lord.shi[i in addressing tlieiii aaid 
ho did not know by what fatality it hap- 
pened, but other coses often occiined 
during the assizes. When those caaea oc- 
curred after tho grand jury had been dis 
charged, another six inuiitha elapsed be- 
fore the prisunora could be tried. From 
this circumstance he had aci|uired the 
habit of only diamissing the grand jury 
during the aasize. tliie of these cases had 
ii;ciirred lately — a most serious case in 
which llie prisoner had only been indicted 
for manslaiightc'r. Hia lordship then 
pointed ont the difTerelice between mur- 
der aiul nianalauglitor aa detliied by the 
law. The depositioiia allowed guilt very 
clearly in all the three caaes. In one 
case, Johnston Robei'taoii wa.s injured in 
a aaluon where >u> had been drinking, and 
was carried home and died in a few days, 
liaviiig anllered fracture of the skull. An- 
other case arose from an assault with in 
tent to rob and there was no doubt that 
in live niinutea lliey would lind a true 
bill. The third case was that of a China- 
man stealing from a house which would 
also be easily dealt with. The only doeii- 
menlary evidence necessary to go to the 
gr.ind jury waa a |ilan of the premises 
c.iniieeled with the ciiae of Johiialoiie 
I'ohertsoii. It was not necessary llial 
the whole uf a grand jury alnudd agree aa 
to any particular bill hut it was necessary 
that twelve of llioiii should ao agree. 

His lotdship then directed the court to 
he adjourned for half an hour, so that the 
grand jury might diapoae of all the luisi- 
iiess at mice. 

The grand jury ciiiiie into court al ll' .M) 
with the following true bilh;;- .-\li W'oon, 
robbery; Laviii, maiiBlaiighter; and llariy 
Heath, aaaault with intent toconimit rolj- 
bery. 

His lordship said that tho foroniaii of 

the grand jury had complained that three 
witiiesaea iiaiiied on the back of the 111 
diclmeiit against Harry lliatli were not 
in attendance. Now the grand jury were 
specially aummoned and tho witnesses in 
tliiacaae wero nut present. 

The deputy atturiiey gonoral said lie 
know of no excuse as he believed the po 
lice had sent after the witnesses. 

His lordship thought there might be 
some expression of contrition or of an in- ' 
tent to pimiah tho otreiiders. |

Ad i:e rti. -if !■ write.s:— Tlio llli- 
iiexutioii of Now Guinea, is now re- 
garded in AuRtralia aa un/ait accqmpli, 
and whatever the British Government 
may do in the mattor you may depend 
upon it that the Australian colonie.s 
will not now \vX, New Guinea slip frciin 
tlieir grasp. That they .should pay 
laro(?Iy towurd.s the co.st of sottleini'iit 
ami government, and thus relieve tho 
pocket of the Lome taxpayer, i.s, 1 
think, universally admitted. Hut 
whiitever its retention may co.st, tlioru 
i.s but one o|iiiiioii throughout Auntral 
a.siu as to the ub.soluto ncci'ssity for 
preventing |New Guinea from fall- 
ing into the hands of a foreign power. 
Iu a jirevious letter 1 alluded to its 
groat fruitfuliio.sH, and also to its 
strategic imporianco an providing fa- 
cilities for naval stations coiiiinaiuling 
the Australian aoaboiird. In Mel- 
bourno a (Joloiiization Company is al- 
rciulv being formGd, while Mr. Ernest 
.Morriaoii, son of the Principal of the 
Geeloiig College, has set off" alone on a 
walking tour over the island. Tliis 
geiitlciiian recently travoraed on foot 
the whole Icnjitli' of Australia, from 
Carpentaria to iMolbourne, and is well 
qualified to carry out the task he has 
undurlakftii. The size of New truinoa 
compared with P>(iriieo and Madagas- 
car — the other largo i.slands south of 
the line — i.s as follows;

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New South Waloa is as nearly as may 
be of tho same extent (."iOO, 175 square 
miles) as New Guinea, while the hit- 
ler i.s three tiine.s the size of all the 
i.slun^ps of New Zealand put togetln.-r, 
and thrive and a half limes ax large 
aa Victoria. The. New Hebrides have 
recently had more attention bestowed 
upon them in oonsequenco of the Now 
Guinea proceodiiigs, and the several 
Australasian colonie.s have resolved 
to press on the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies the de.sirabilily of aniie.x- 
ing these comparatively small islaiid.s, 
wliero missionary labors have paved 
the way for the introduction of British 
rule, which is warmly desired by the 
natives. There is no doubt that the 
e.stabli.sluiieiit of trailing ports on the 
New Guinea coast will be carried out, 
and that an inllux of white adven- 
tureriB will speedily take place. In 
tiie interests of whites as well as of 
blacks, it ia to be hoped that the slep.s 
requisite to make New Guinea a 
Crown Colony will be taken without 
delay. 

A JAPANESE TALE. 

The Inorodihlo Story of a Material- 
ized Spirit TThioh Oomoa from 
Tokio. 

L'ntil i|uite recently citizens of tho 
United Statea were unrivaled aa manu- 
facturers of incredulous stories. A year 
or two ago, however, a mendaciona Aua - 
tralian journaliat dealt a cruel blow at 
thia kind of American aupromacy by in- 
venting and publiahing a niiiiulo account 
of a process by meana of which a man's 
animation could be indefinitely auapend- 
ud, the vital powers, meanwhile, under- 
going no waste whatever; and now Japan 
aends ua a tale which, for wild and aub- 
linio untrulhfulnesB, probably excueda 
anything that either America or Austra- 
lia has produced. According to the cor- 
respondent of a Tokio journal a native 
philosopher living at Hakodadi has dis- 
covered a methud by which he can and 
will materialized Ilia own aoul. Thia re- 
markable man ia, it ia asserted, accualoin- 
ed, for tho jiniiseineiit of liiniaolf and 
friends, to lake a seat toward evcnint; in a 
large bamboo chair, and to become appar- 
ently unionacioua. No sooner haa his 
body lost all aenaitiveness than there ia- 
auod from hia open mouth a faint blut 
tiame, which slowly lakes form and as- 
aumea tho proportiuna of a well developed 
manikin of .some aix inches in height. 
Thia manikin, who iu the iiialorial 
ized aoul of the philosopher, talka freely 
with those present, and, in fact, exer- 
cisea all tlio functions of a civilized 
and perfectly constituted human being. 
Ho dare, not, however, ao ho ia reported 
to declare, break contact with the mani- 
mated body of his possessor; and 011 ono 
occaaion, when he waa forcibly removed 
ael upon a neighboring table, the ptiiloa- 
opher began to gasp and struggle aa if in 
tho agonies of death, whereupon tho man- 
ikin waa quickly rojdacod on hi.i niaater'a 
head. The corroapondenl profesaea tu 
give tho namo of aoveral Japanese gon 
tlomeii who have more than once witueas- 
ed the experiment, and ho la wicked 
enough to end his recital with a solemn 
oath that the whole account ia .itrictly 
true.
